The quarantines placed 
on 
Adams 
County farm s on account of 
the 
a p ­ 
pearance of the foot and 
mouth 
di­ 
sease are 
for an 
indefinite 
period. 
They may be lifted within a week of j 
their being placed or they may remain 
in effect for months, depending on the 
prevalence of the disease. 
That the number of cattle and other 
livestock it will be necessary 
to 
kill 
in Adams and York counties in order 
to stam p out the foot and 
mouth di­ 
sease will total more than 2,000 head, 
is now evident. A total of 015 animals 
have been put to death thus far, with 
14 herds, 
comprising 
545 
head 
of 
stock in quarantine awaiting slaught­ 
er. The inspectors have 
found 
addi­ 
tional animals suffering 
from the di­ 
sease. 
The quarantine 
against 
hay 
was 
minified by the 
federal agricultural 
department so as to provide that hay 
cut before August 
I, 
last 
may 
be 
shipped in interstate commerce with­ 
out disinfection 
if 
baled 
prior 
to 
November 
I. 
The railroads will not 
accept this hay, however, 
without 
a 
permit from a recognized veterinarian, 
Farm ers, or others, that 
have fat 
stock for sale in the 
county, can sell 
or dispose of them to the butchers, or 
to other parties, to be slaughtered for 
food, after obtaining a 
certificate of 
health or a permit from any qualified 
veterinarian practicing in the county. 
All cattle may 
be 
moved 
after in­ 
spection if the permits 
are 
secured. 
There are no special inspectors in the 
county. All veterinarians are required 
to quarantine, and 
report, 
all 
sus­ 
picious cases of foot and 
mouth 
di­ 
sease that are brought 
to 
their 
no­ 
tice, to the State Livestock Sanitary 
Board of Pennsylvania. 
A letter from the Secretary of the 
State Quarantine Board lo 
the 
Rice 
Produce Company at this 
place 
re­ 
ceived this morning, will prove of in­ 
terest to all poultry 
raisers 
in 
the 
county who market their fowls abopt 
this time of the year. The letter says, 
“ I do not think that you need have 
any fears about quarantine 
on 
tur­ 
keys for the disease has not 
so 
fat j 
been traced to turkeys or geese, and I I 
think the trouble with cattle is grow­ 
ing less and that the State 
has 
the 
matter under control”. 
Hunters will 
probably 
find 
their 
sport spoiled by the quarantine on so 
many farms, and, if the livestock san ­ 
itary board can 
find 
the 
authority, 
hunting in counties under the ban will 
be prohibited altogether.

PERILOUS CLIMBING. 


Dealing th# Almost Vertical Wall of th# 
Grand Canyon. 
T w o brothers. Walter mn I Hay Men­ 
denhall. bad been placer mining near 
the foot of the Henry mountains In 
Utah, says a writer iii Hie Montreal 
Herald, aud bail come down tin* Colo­ 
rado river iii bout* to tin* Grand can 
yon. 
There they had ti very thrilling 
adventure. 
Learning that the river could lie fol 
lowed on foot for si short distance 
down the canyon, the brother* started 
out one morning to exam ine the nu 
morous rapids that mark the entrance 
und select channel* by which they 
might most safely descend tile river. 
They found the way rough, but they 
persisted and covered nearly ten miles. 
Then because of the difficult traveling 
they determined that rather than re­ 
peat their experience they would scale 
the canyon wall. 
They finally selected a place where 
the precipice was not more than 2tk> 
feet high. 
Certain shoulders of rock. 
moreover, teemed to afford a safe way 
for climber*. 
For the first fifty feet 
the work wax comparatively easy. for 
the jutting ledges were short and nu­ 
merous, but the way gradually became 
almost vertical, with only slender rim* 
and point* of rock to hold to as they 
climbed. 
But it alw ays looked a little 
easier Just beyond, and for some time 
the men climbed confidently aud stead 
uy. 
In following the “tilt" of the ledges 
the brother* had worked somewhat to 
one tide until they reached a narrow 
shelf, on which they stopjwd for a few 
moments to rest 
aud steady their 
nerve*. 
At this fiolnt the cliff was a 
vertical drop of over I WI feet, and the 
rocky wall above appeared to be un ­ 
scalable. 
There wa* only one possible way to 
ascend. 
A narrow opening in the face 
of the cliff, where a column of rock. 
loosened by frost, bad broken away 
and tumbled Into (lie canyon's depths, 
offered the only hope of progress. 
For forty feet or more the young 
men followed that cleft until they 
reached a narrow shelf, about fifteen 
inches wide. directly beneath the final 
rim of the canyon. 
By rising on tip­ 
toe the taller of the two nieu could 
Just reach the top with his fingers. 
The rim of the rock projected slightly 
over the shelf on which the men stood 
One ut the brothers found a secure 
hold for his hands and bent bls knees 
Inward und his shoulders outward. 
Then the other brother carefully 
worked his way up betm'een the cliff 
and his brother’s side, stepi**d first 
on the hitter's hip. then on bis shoul­ 
der. aud so clambered over to the top 
of the cliff. 
After be had got a secure 
brace for one foot and a hand he 
reached down and clasped bis brother’s 
band. The brother below slowly craw l­ 
ed and scrambled aud slid upw ard un 
til at lust be succeeded In draw ing 
himself over the rim to a place of 
safety. 
Once on top the txvo sank trembling 
and exhausted to the ground. 


Springing the Needle Gun. 
The Prussian* kept the secret of the 
needle gun for thirty years, and then 
sprung It on the Austrian army at 8a- 
dowu with demoralizing effect. Indeed, 
the effect of the Prussian quick firing 
ut that buttle was more moral than 
material, for the needle gun was of 
shorter range than the breech loading 
ride then in use lo other armies. Still, 
the sudden revelation of the secret in 
the war with Austria had a good deal 
to do with winning the victory.

stocked their arsenals with It, serving 
it out gradually and training a nucleus 
of men in its use, und yet kept the 
world in ignorance for years that they 
had an entirely new arm .-M ancbester 
Guardian.

Corn Bread.—Tuke three eggs, beaten 
light; two cupfuls sour milk, throe ta­ 
blespoonfuls melted bulter or lard, 
three tablespoonfuls sugar, one small 
teaspoonful salt, one teaspoonful soda. 
Mix well with cornmeal to make a thin 
hatter. 
Bake iu shallow pan for half 
au hour in hot oven. 


A Simple 8alad. 
Cabbage Salad.—Chop one-half me­ 
dium sized cabbage quite fine. 
Let it 
stand in ice water one hour, adding a 
tablespoonful of salt. 
Beat two eggs 
in a bowl, add to them one cupful of 
vinegar, three tablespoonfuls of butter, 
.a little pepper and otic tablespoonful C 
mustard. 
But the ixnv! iii a pun of 
boiling water aud stir constantly until 
it begins to thicken. Uemove from the 
fire mid add two teasjioonluis of sugar. 
I>rniii cabbage aud pour the hot dress­ 
ing over it. Tills should be eaten cold. 


Cooked With Vegetables. 
Calf's Liver en Casserole.—Take a 
frying pan and in it slowly fry out 
four or five slices of fat salt pork until 
Ilk* pork is crisp aud brown. 
Add to 
the hot fat one dozen balls cut out of 
potatoes, one dozen balls carrots, one 
stalk celery, diced; six finely sliced on­ 
ions 
#V*ok very slowly for ten min 
lites, by which time they should be a 
delicate brown. Place in the casserole 
Wash aud cut a calfs liver in slices, 
lay on top of tho vegetables, sprinkle 
salt aud pepper over ail and add a pint 
of bolling water aud one tablespoonful 
of kitchen bouquet. Cover aud cook in 
a moderate oven about an hour and 
serve. 
The cover of the casserole 
should not be removed after the vege­ 
tables are put in uutil the dish is ready 
to serve, lest the flavor is* lost. 


A Delicious Dessert. 
Jelly Omelet.—Take five eggs, one ta­ 
blespoonful of butter, one-third cupful 
of milk, one glass of soft Jelly, one 
level 
teaspoonful of salt. 
Separate 
eggs, beat whites stiff, beat yolks thick, 
fold in whites lightly. 
Put butter iii 
frying pan in the stove. 
When hot 
mix milk and salt Into the egg mix­ 
ture aud pour Into the frying pan. 
Cover and cook slowly until omelet is 
veil puffed and browned. 
Bake one 
minute in a hot oven to fry top. Spread 
Jelly over one half. fold. turn tm hot 
platter and serve liruofdlntely.

Is com (minder of the Sixth German 
arm y corps in the movement to capture 
the French seacoast west of Belgium. 
He is ii bitter f<a* of th** Kngllsli. whom 
he denounced in a recent arm y order. 
Early in the w ar lie wus iii command 
of the forces in Lorraine, but Inter Ids 
arm y was Bent to bolster up the right 
wing. 
Ile lins been complimented by 
the kaiser for his work in the cam ­ 
paign against the French on the Ger­ 
man left wing.
